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Fires provide 
busy weekend 
for firefighters

Extreme heat and dry condi- 
tions kept area firefighters busy 
over the weekend. 

The Beaver Creek Township 
Fire Department was dispatched 
to a fire which occurred at the 
Skyline Ski and Country Club 
located at 4524 Skyline Road at 
4:40 p.m. on Sunday. 

A 4,000 foot maintenance 
building, used to store equip- 
ment and supplies for the ski 
resort and golf course, caught on 
fire. 

The cause of fire is still under 
investigation, said Ed Holtcamp, 
the Beaver Creek Township fire 
chief. The building was a total 
loss. 

Firefighters from the Grayling

and South Branch Township Fire 


Department helped battle the | 


blaze. 

Mobile Medical Response also 
responded to the scene with a 
Disaster Assistance Response 
Team trailer, which was in town 
for the Grayling Rock and Roll 
Air Show. 

A total of 45 firefighters were 
treated by emergency personnel 
in an attempt to prevent heat

Despite. the 
summer heat on the ground, the 
Knights and their flight crew 
wear warm suits and gloves for 


degrees or more. 


the chilly flight. 


Perhaps emboldened by the 
presence of parachutes on their 
backs, the Knights, who are all 
under age 30, do not hesitate to 
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stroke .and dehydration. 

“Ensuring the safety of our 
firefighters is paramount, and 
without proper rehabilitation, 
firefighters can have a lot of dif- 
ficulty,” Holtcamp said. “Having 
the trailer there was a Godsend.” 

A majority of firefighters 
stayed on the scene until 7 p.m. 
The Beaver Creek Township 
Fire Department came back to 
the resort early Monday to extin- 
guish hot spots that were smol- 
dering. 

A total of 25,000 gallons of 
water was used to battle the 
blaze along with a foam fire 
retardant. A water tank and fire 
hydrant placed by the resort 
were used to gain access to water 
to fight the fire. 

“It’s been in the ground for 
quite a few years and it really 
paid off,’ Holtcamp said. 

The Beaver Creek Township 
Fire Department was also called 
to a fire at 11:50 a.m. on Sunday 
when an electrical transformer 
blew up at the intersection of 
North Higgins Lake Drive and 
Oak Road. Firefighters extin- 
guished the blaze using.the foam 
retardant. Firefighters remained

Animal 
cruelty — 
results in 
jail time, 
steep fines

A Roscommon County man 
found guilty of animal crueity 
by a jury last month was sen- 
tenced to serve a month in jail 
and ordered to pay thousands of 
dollars in fines and restitution 
on Tuesday. 

Crawford County District 
Court Judge Monte Burmeister 
ordered Lawrence Edward 
Baumgart, 46, to serve 30 days 
in the Crawford County Jail 
immediately for a charge of ani- 
mal/cruelty-abandonment. An 
additional 60 days in jail will be 
held in abeyance while 
Baumgart serves two years on 
probation. 

Baumgart was also ordered to 
pay $2,963.83 in restitution to 
the Animal Shelter of Crawford 
County and Grayling Hospital 
for Animals for care of a yellow 
lab, which has been named 
Thor, which he is accused of 
neglecting. He was also ordered — 
to pay $4,203.83 in court costs 
and fines while he is on proba- 
tion, 

Baumgart was ordered to 
serve 200 hours of community

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Prosecutor seeks 
investigative help

Crawford County Prosecutor 
John Huss is seeking to bring a 
retired detective from the sher- 
iff’s department into his office to 
help convict criminals. 

Huss lobbied the Crawford 
County Board of Commissioners 
last week to allow his office to 
hire an investigator to do detec- 
tive work, 

Huss has asked retired 
Detective Sgt. Richard Meyer to 
consider taking the position, 
Meyer was forced to retire from 
the Crawford County Sheriff's 
Department after sustaining a 
head injury on Dec. 20, 2001, 
when a motorist struck the patrol 
vehicle he was in while he was 
policing # car accident that 
occurred on ice covered [-75. 

The sheriff's department and 
prosecutor’s office have been 
working without a detective 
since Meyer left his position. 

Huss asked the county board 
last week to either allow 
Crawford County Sheriff Kirk 
Wakefield to add a detective or 
hire an investigator that would 
work out of the prosecutor’s 
office. 

Both Huss and Wakefield said 
that there are several candidates 
currently with the department 
that would make excellent detec- 
tives. 


jump site before taking the plunge. 
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“They're ferrets - they go 
looking for trouble - they don’t 
wait for it to come to them and 
that’s what makes a good detec- 
tive,’ Huss said. 

Wakefield said he has not pro- 
moted an officer to be a detective 
since all officers are assigned to 
the road patrol who are handling 
over 100 complaints a week, 

“These guys are running from 
complaint to complaint and fol- 
low up time is lacking, which 
includes investigative work,” 
Wakefield said. 

If Huss is allowed to hire 
Meyer, he would work part time 
as an investigator, logging 45 to 
50 hours a month. 

Huss said that the county 
would not have to provide bene- 
fiis or an automobile for the 
investigator. 

The investigator would be 
assigned to gather details on 
major felony cases including 
embezzlement and criminal sex- 
ual conduct cases in preparation 
for jury trials. 

“T would like to give this a try, 
to sec what we can do to patch 
up some of these cases to get that 
extra piece that will push it over 
the top,” Huss said. 

Huss said that Meyer was an 
invaluable asset to the prosecu- 
tor’s office and sheriff's depart-

Yet the Golden Knights are not 
a band of thrill seekers. SFC 
Paul Sachs, the team leader for 
Black Team (the division of the 
Knights that performed at the air

show), insists that their jumps do 
not qualify as an “extreme sport” 
due to the rigorous safety proce- 
dures the team follows. In fact, 
he considers his hobbies to be 
pretty low key. 

“The only sport I play is golf, 
really. Its not very extreme,” 
said Sachs, 

The Golden Knights is a non 
combat unit, although many if 
not most of its members have 
experience in combat divisions. 
The main purpose of the Knights 
is to generate publicity for the 
United States Army and the pro- 


grams it offers, which is a mis- 


sion that Sachs wholeheartedly 
supports. 

“T just enjoy talking to the kids 
and giving them a purpose,” said 
Sachs,

ENGINEERING FEAT — Most sto- 
ries about the Mackinac Bridge empha- 
size ihe engineering and construction 
difficulties overcome to build the 
bridge.

But the political and financial chal- 
lenges were equally as gargantuan. 

Chase Osborn — a newspaper pub- 
lisher at Sault Ste. Marie, by the way — 
was the first governor on record pro- 
moting a peninsula-linking bridge back 
in 1911 or so. A handful of other polit- 
ical leaders pushed the same idea at 
various times, but’ it happened during 
the tenure of Gov. G. Mennen 
Williams, who also was a firm and con- 
sistent advocate of the bridge, so Mr. 
Williams usually receives most of the 
political credit. 

As for financing, putting the dollars 
in place was a modern miracle. The 
cost was $100 million — and that was 50 
years ago, when a million dollars was a 


lot of money. The Golden Gate bridge, 
constructed 20 years earlier, had cost 
only $35 million. 

Imagine the plight of U.S. Sen. 
Prentiss Brown and others working to 
put the pieces in place, trying to influ- 
ence Wall Street and bond buyers to 
back a $100 million bridge project that 
connected Mackinaw City, population 
then of 900, and St. Ignace, population 
2,500. What a crazy idea! 

Yet it worked, and the bonds were 
secured in 1953, to be repaid from tolls. 
The bonds were paid off in 1986. 

* x * 

PERSONAL MEMORIES -— In 1957, 
I was a reporter at The Lansing State 
Journal covering state government and 
politics, and I drew the job to cover the 
bridge opening, along with the late 
Dick Frazier, Journal photographer. 

Dozens of press folks were there 
from newspapers and wire services 
throughout the state and Midwest. Most 
have tales of activities and details about 
the bridge and its opening. I don’t. 

George Weeks, also then a young 
reporter at the state capitol for United 
Press International, was on duty at the 
bridge opening along with Tom Farrell, 
also of UPI. Both are still around. 

Mr. Weeks recalled in a recent col- 
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umn how the UPI photographer “had a 
glitch” somehow in taking pictures of 
the celebratory fireworks over the 
bridge, so reporters Weeks and Farrell 
managed to roust bridge and fireworks 
officials in the middle of the night and 
convinced them to repeat the fireworks, 
just for UPI pictures. That is certainly a 
remarkable memory. 

As for me, I don’t remember much 
about the bridge opening. I don’t even 
remember the fireworks — either the 
regular ones or the UPI special in the 
wee hours. 

My memories are all strictly person- 
al. | remember my wife and I were 
delighted to have a company-paid trip 
to northern Michigan. Our daughter 
was only a few months old, and Aunt 
Kate in Mt. Pleasant agreed to care for 
her while I] covered the bridge and we 
stayed a couple of nights in a 
Cheboygan area motel. It was a wel- 
come getaway for us, especially for the 
young mother. 

I remember when we arrived in Mt. 
Pleasant to pick up our daughter, Aunt 
Kate was teaching her how to eat jello 
with her fingers, which she was happi- 
ly and messily doing when we arrived. 

That’s my only real memory about 
the Mackinac Bridge opening, and it’s a 
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very pleasant one. 

George Weeks, of course, went on to 
a distinguished and far reaching career 
as a national and foreign correspon- 
dent, served several years as right-hand 
aide to former Gov. Bill Milliken dur- 
ing his record-setting tenure as 
Michigan governor, wrote a political 
column for many years for the Detroit 
News, and worked in a half-dozen 
books. George remembered the details, 
and heiped cause some of them to hap- 
pen, 

I enieribered. only the strictly per- 
sonal matters of the assignment, and 
have yet to write a complete book. 

Incidentally, our daughter now eats 
jello in the conventional (but uninter- 
esting) way.

How 
shal we, yn are habe to sin, live 
1SWhat 
nea? shall we sin, because we 
are not under the law, but under 
erace? God forbid.” 

Anyone who preaches the 
gospel of salvation by God’s 
erace alone without) human 
works or rituals of any kind is 
always accused of promoting the 
practice of sin. Paul reminded us 
of this in Romans 3:78: “7For 
if the truth of God hath more 
ebounded through my lic unto 
his glory; why yet am I also 
judged as a sinner? 8And not 
rather, (as we be slanderously 
reported, and as some affirm that 
we say,) Let us do evil, that good 
may come? whose damnation is 
just.” 

Paul was falsely accused by 
the Jews for preaching salvation 
by grace alone through the fin- 
ished work of Christ alone. Paul

insisted that Christ paid the price 
for our sins on the cross without 
any need for added human ritu- 
als. “I1And 1, brethren, if 1 yet 
preach circumcision, why do I 
yet suffer persecution? then is 
the offence of the cross ceased.” 
(Gal. S:tt). As Paul said in 1 
Corinthians 1:18,23: “1 8For 
the preaching of the cross is to 
them that perish foolishness; but 
unto us which are saved itis the 
power of God.....23But we 
preach Christ crucified, unto the 
Jews a stumblingblock, and unto 
the Grecks foolishness.” 

The question was raised 
because of the context of the pre- 
ceding verses in) Romans 
$:20,21: “20Moreover the law 
entered, that the offence might 
abound.

About a dozen people who have 
followed the case involving Thor 
attended the sentencing, including 
Grayling High School graduate 
Christopher Wright, the author of 
the American Children’s and 
Michigan Chillers children’s 
books. Wright has been docu- 
menting the case involving Thor 
on a website called www.thor- 
swatriors, He is actively secking 
to have Baumgart charged for the 
neglect of the six other labs in 
Roscommon County. 

Sharon Priebe, president of the 
Animal Shelter of Crawford 


‘County Board. ef. Directors, said 


shelter officials were elated with 
the outcome of the case. 

“As president of the Animal 
Shelter of Crawford County 
Board, we are pleased with Judge 
Burmeister's decision,” Priebe 
said, “We feel it was right and jus- 
lified, and we hope that this 
serves as a lesson to other people 
- that if they don’t properly care 
for the animais - the judicial sys- 
tem. will get involved to make 
sure their animals are cared for 
like they should be.”

This year’s AuSable River 
Canoe Marathon — a 120-mile, 
non-stop race from Grayling to 
Oscoda scheduled for the last 
full weekend of July — is expect- 
ed to feature the most competi- 
tors the event has ever had in its 
60-year history. 

The 2007 Weyerhaeuser 
AuSable River Canoe Marathon 
had 73 paddling teams entered 
as of Friday, July 6 — the second 
of four cutoff dates for registra- 
tion. The third cutoff is July 20, 
and the final day to register is 
Monday, July 23. 

The AuSable Marathon’s cur- 
rent record for most teams start- 
ing the race is 68, a mark set in 
2000. Sixty-four teams started 
last year’s AuSable Marathon. 
Generally, a few registered 
teams drop out before the race, 
so depending on late with- 
drawals and the possibility of 
more teams signing up prior to 
the final two cutoffs, this year’s 
starting field could be the largest 
in the history of the AuSable 
Marathon. 

“Tt looks like we may even get 
a few more (teams),” said Joe 
Wakeley, who serves as the 
Marathon Committee’s co- 
chairman.

The Township will pledge such special assessment rev- 
enues, and make annual installment payments, to the Authority, which will use a portion of those rev- 
enues for the repayment of the Authority's Bonds and a portion for the operation of the Project. 


In addition, the Township is authorized pursuant to the Municipal Sewage and Water Supply 
Systems Act to pledge its full faith and credit to the Authority pursuant to the Contract. By making pro- 
viding its full faith and credit pledge, the Township would be authorized within its constitutional and statu- 
tory tax rate limitations to levy such taxes or advance such funds from the general funds of the Township 
as might be necessary to prevent or cure any default in the repayment of the Bonds resulting from an 
insufficiency of special assessment revenues pledged pursuant to the Contract.
